Bonn says: Not to blame 
for Nazi Kappler’s escape 


BONN. — The Bonn Government 
declared yesterday It had nothing to 
do with the escape last week of Nazi 
war criminal Herbert Happier and 
expressed hope the affair would not 
sour relations with Italy. .. 

The 70-year-old Happier, who was 
serving a life term for the wartime 
slaughter of over 380 Italian 
civilians,- escaped from a prison 
hospital In Rome with the help of his 
wife. 

“The friendly relations between 
the Federal Republic of Ger many 
and Italy are the result of the trustful 
cooperation of both countries and 
governments,” said government 
spokesman Annin Gruenewald. 

Gruenewald confirmed that the 
West German Government had 
received a formal request from 
Rome tor Kappler’s extradition. But 
he said only that the request “was 
being examined by the appropriate- 
German legal authorities” and 
would be answered later. 

The West German constitution for- 
bids the extradition of German 
nationals. 

Happier, terminally ill with 
cancer, is believed in the northern 
German town, of S oltau. His 
whereabouts are being kept secret 
by West German authorities for 
security reasons. 

The Happier affair has led to 
widespread protests and a wave of .■ 
anti- German sentiment throughout 
Italy, which considers Happier the 
symbol of Nazi tyranny. The 
scheduled meeting between Itali an 
Premier Glulio Andreotti and West 
German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt, which was to have taken 
place last Sunday in Verona, Italy, • 
was postponed because of the 
Happier affair.

Maryland Governor Mandel 
convicted of racketeering 


BALTIMORE. — Maryland Gover- 
nor Marvin Mandelwas convicted by 
a Federal jury yesterday of 17 counts 
af using the malls for Illegal pur- 
poses and one of racketeering in- 
volving an Influence peddling 
scheme that aided a race track own- 
ed by friends.' 

The 57-year-old governor showed 
no emotion as the verdict that will 
end his political career was read. 

Mandel became the first incum- 
bent governor convicted of a Federal 
crime since Indiana’s Warren 
Me Ray was found guilty of mail 
fraud in 1924. 

Each of the mail fraud charges 
carries a maximum penalty of five 
years in jail and $1,000 fines. The 
governor could receive as much as 
20 years in jail and a $25,000 fine on 
the racketeering count. 

Five co-defendants were found 
guilty of' the same 17 mail fraud 
charges. Sentencing was set. for Oc- 
tober 7. 

The government charged that 
Mandel had engaged in a conspiracy 
with the five in which he received 
more than $350,000 in gifts and in- 
vestments in cash in return for of- 
ficial action enhancing the value of 
a race track secretly owned by his 
co-defendants. The governor had 
pleaded not guilty

Carter won’t 
press Israel 
on settlements 

But insists they’re illegal

WASHINGTON. — President Jimmy 
Garter yesterday personally ad- 
monished Israel for approving three 
new settlements on the West Bank 
'‘when we are trying to pot together a 
Middle East conference leading to a 
permanent peace.” 

But he told a White House news 
conference that he does not Intend to 
exert any military or other type of 
pressure on Israel at this time in 
order to convince it to stop creating 
■•illegal" settlements. "Obviously, " 
he said, “we could exert pressure cm 
Israel In other ways but I have no In- 
tention to do so." 

“It's been the position of our own 
government long before I was 
elected president that the West Bank 
territory, the Gaza Strip, areas of the 
Golan H eights and the region — 

the occupied territories, In other 
words — were not a part of Israel," 
he said. 

"Our government has expressed 
on several occasions, the Presidents, 
our ambassadors to the UN gwrf 
otherwise, that the settlement of 
Israeli citizens In some of these areas 
was In violation of the Geneva 
Convention and that, therefore, the 
settlements were Illegal. 

"We have private assurances and 
there have been public statements 
made by Mr. Begin that these 
settlements were not Intended to 
show that Israel was to occupy these 
territories permanently, that the 
final boundaries to be established 
through mutual agreement between 
Israel and Arab countries was to be 
decided without prior commitment 
and the negotiation* would include 
these areas. 

“So at this time, our pointing out to 
Israel that these three settlements 
that were Just established are Illegal 
because they were made on occupied 
territory is the extent of our inten- 
tion. I concur with the statement that 


was made by Secretary Vance, the 
State Department, that this kind of 
action on the part of Israel — when 
we are trying to put together a Mid- 
dle Eastern conference leading to a 
permanent peace — creates an un- 
necessary obstacle to peace. 

"I believe that our opinion Is 
shared by the overwhelming number 
■of nation* in the world but we don't 
intend to go further our caution 

to Israel..." 

Carter's statement noting that the 
U.S. would not apply other forms of 
pressure on Israel at this time came 
In response to a question about possi- 
ble U.S. alternative actions should 
Israel continue its settlement 
policies. 

His remarks on this issue were the 
first public reaction he has personal- 
ly made on Israel's controversial 
decision last week approving three 
new settlements in tiie West Bank. 
Earlier, the State Department had 
rebuked Israel officially and public- 
ly, calling tbe settlements Illegal un- 
der Interna ti o n al law and obstacles 
to constructive peace negotiations. 

It was clear here yesterday that 
Carter was upset by Israel's settle- 
ment decision. He did not refer to 
America's long-standing friendship 
with Israel in response to the ques- 
tion — as his press secretary, Jody 
Powell, had affir med last Friday. 

While repeating earlier State 
Department assertions that the 
settlements were Illegal because 
they were created In “occupied 
territory," the President apparently 
sought to ease concerns of pro-Israel 
supporters here by making the point 
that he was merely following in the 
footsteps of earlier American 
Presidents. 

The President and his advisers 
have been attempting both to make 
U.S. opposition to the settlements 
very clear to Israel, without provok- 
ing a backlash from U.S. friends of 
Israel. 


Dayan leaves UK leaders 
impressed but puzzled

LONDON. — Jewish leaders who 
attended Foreign Minister Mb she 
Dayan’s briefing session at the 
Israel Embassy yesterday morning 
left impressed by the manner in 
which he explained government 
policy on the West Bank and the 
PLO, but mystified as to why It was 
found. necessary for him. to come to 
London for that sole purpose. 

One participant at the meeting, 
which was barred to the press, told 
me afterwards that the foreign 
minister had said "nothing 
startling" and had prefaced' his 
remarks by saying that he did not 
want to see them reported in the 
press the following day. 

A suggestion by the Israel Em- 
bassy that Dayan should meet the 
Israeli and local Jewish press was 
rejected by him. which seemed 
strange in view of his declared aim 
of coming to Britain to explain the 
policies of Be gin's government to the 
Jews. His only contact with the 
press, In fact, was in the form of two 
television interviews, one for BBC 
and one for ITV, which were screen- 


Carter: New 
plan for 
Rhodesia 

WASHINGTON (AP). — President 
Jimmy Carter said yesterday a new 
Brltiah-American initiative to 
achieve a peaceful transition to ma- 
jority rule In Rhodesia will be set 
forth at a high-level meeting this 
weekend in Zambia. 

Carter called the Anglo-American 
proposal. "a possible step” toward a 
peaceful settlement in Rhodesia. 

He told his news conference that 
British Foreign Secretary David 
Owen and UN Ambassador Andrew 
Young wilJ present the plan to 
leaders of the so-called front line 
states in black Africa — Zambia. 
Tanzania, Angola, Botswana and 
Mozambique. 

Carter said the goal is to win 
acceptance of the plan from the front 
line leaders as well as Rhodesian 
black nationalist representatives 
and the white governments of 
Rhodesia and South Africa 

Although details of the plan have 
not been publicly disclosed, it is 
known to include proposals for the 
writing of a draft constitution, es- 
tablishment of a one-man, one-vote 
regime in Rhodesia and a develop- 
ment fund to ease the transition to 
black rule. The target date for the 
power transfer is the end of 1978. 

U.S. officials have not been op- 
timistic that the plan will receive the 
endorsement of all parties to the con- 
flict. Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian 
Smith already has ruled out the one- 
man one-vote concept and black 
nationalist guerrilla leaders contend 
that any discussion of a constitution 
should take place after the Smith 
regime surrenders power. 

Carter also said yesterday he has 
received assurances from South 
Africa that it does not intend to 
develop a nuclear device for use 
either as a weapon or for peaceful 
purposes. (See story. Page 4)

Judge tells of threats 
by mail and phone

Judge Moahe Nacht, director of 
courts at the Justice Ministry, said 
yesterday that last year judges had 
received a total of 15 threats by 
letter and phone, and attempts had 
been made to sabotage their private 
cars. Riots had broken out in cour- 
trooms 18 times. 

Court premises had been broken 
into, and their archives pilfered, 
Nacht said, reporting to the Knesset 
Interior Committee. The Committee 
was discusfling a motion for the 
Knesset agenda about the mounting 
crime wave, by Tosef Tamir 
(Likud). 

Nacht denied that the courts were 
dragging their feet and that judges 
were imposing overly lenient 
sentences. Often a long time elapsed 
between the crime and the submis- 
sion of the Indictment, he said, yet 
the judges were even blamed for that 
too. 


In the years 1970-1977, Nacht said, 
sentences of IS to 18 years Imprison- 
ment were Imposed In one out of 
every five rape cases. In serious 
crimes like murder, armed robbery 
and violation of state security, he 
said, sentences were handed down 
three to four months after the indict- 
ment. 

Delays were due to shortage of at- 
torneys for the public prosecution, he 
said, not to shortage of judges. 

In 1960. he s&ld. the District Courts 
huddled 2,900 criminal cases. In 1976 
they handled 8,600 cases. 

More money must be spent to en- 
sure the safety of the Judges, of the 
courtrooms, and of the people who 
attended trials, he said. Courtroom 
riots must be prevented. The 
authorities must make sure that ac- 
cused and witnesses ordered to 
appear in court, were actually 
brought there. (Itim).

Zambrowski, 68,

During the war, Zambrowski join- 
ed the Polish army in Russia and 
fought at Berlin. Upon his return to 
Warsaw, he became a member of the 
central committee of the Polish 
Communist Party. Despite the fact 
that he was once severely criticized 
by Khrushchev, he continued to en- 
joy the confidence of Polish Premier 
Wladyslaw Go mu Ik a-' - “ ’ 

The-fri ends hip ended following the 
Six Day War. Gomalka accused'* 
Zambrowski of Zionism and 
Revisionism, and had his eldest son, 
Antoni, imprisoned. Zambrowski, 
who had to hide for a while, died 
completely forgotten. 

His wife. Olga, his youngest son 
Stefan and his family immigrated 
here in 1969.

If no one is home, the "delivery 
boy" forces the door and robs the 
flat. Small items, such as cash, 
jewelry, radios and silver ritual ob- 
jects are those most commonly 
taken, he said. 

The police said they received a call 
yesterday morning from neighbours 
who heard suspicious noises. They set 
■out in three' cars. Upon entering the 
flat in question, they found an in- 
truder, and, following a struggle, 
overpowered him. 

But after the suspect was hand- 
cuffed, the police spokesman said, 
some of the policemen went back up 
to check if anyone else was in the 
flat. The suspect took advantage of 
the diversion and fled. Residents of 
the area saw policemen, with guns 
drawn, combing the area, to no 
avail. 

The suspect was later arrested at 
his home after one of the officers 
recognized his photo in the police 
rogues gallery, the spokesman said.

The committee, headed by Nitzav- 
Mishne Michael Bochner, was ap- 
pointed by Thvori on August 8 to 
prepare a “map" of organized crime 
in the country and of its links with 
criminals abroad. 


Tourist told to 
stay here while 
police probe theft 

TEL AVIV (Itim). — A Belgian 
tourist was forbidden to leave the 
country by a magistrate here yester- 
day after police said she may have 
complained of the theft of Jewelry 
worth $200,000 in order to collect the 
insurance.

A short while before her 
departure the woman had insured 
her jewels for $90,000.

Speaker to rule on Olmert, 
Biton taped allegations

The Knesset Speaker is to decide 
today whether to order an investiga- 
tion of the taping of the conversation 
between MK Ehud Olmert (Likud) 
on the one hand and MK Charlie 
Biton (Democratic Front for Peace 
and Equality) and his Black Panther 
secretary Menahem Cohen. 

Regulations promulgated by the 
Speaker under the authority given to 
him in the Knesset Building Law 
(1968) prohibit any person from 
bringing a tape recorder into the 
Knesset without per m i ssi on, or to use 
it otherwise than in accordance with 
the terms of his permit. 


The regulations do not provide 
what punishment shall be meted out 
to an offender. 

According' to the Knesset Serjeant- 
at-Arms, Yitzhak Ben-Gal, the term 
"any person" as used in the 
regulations has not been interpreted 
as including Knesset Members. 
Nevertheless, he said, Knesset 
Members who have brought a tape 
recorder Into the bull ding in the past 
have been in the habit of requesting 
permission. 

The aim of the Investigation, if 
decided upon, would be to determine 
whether the conversation had Indeed 
been taped In the Knesset, by whom, 
and what action should be taken. 


‘Davar’ writer alleges 
Ze’evi threatened him

A journalist has claimed that seven 
years ago the then OC Central Com- 
mand. Aluf Re h a v am Ze'evi 
(Gandhi), threatened to use hla 
powers to send him to jail for 88 days 
if an article he had written about the 
general were published. 

In an article In yesterday's 
“Davar," the former Washington 
correspondent of the paper, Nahum 
Barnea, said that he had written a 
disparaging article about Ze'evi hav- 
ing brought a lion cub as a mascot to 
his headquarters. The article had 
been held up by the military press 
censor, who had sent Ze'evi a copy. 
He recounts how the general had 
threatened him with jail, and quotes 
Ze’evi as saying that had Btumea 
been writing for “Ha’qjam Hazeh" 
(the sensationalist weekly) fluid not 
"Davar.’’ the, issue would have been 
settled 'by sending a few people over' 
to finish the "matter off with a 
bashing.” 

In a long and detailed account, 
Barnea recalls how he was called up 


for emergency reserve duty by phone 
in order to be threatened by the 
general, and how once, when he 
refused to answer a can, the adjutant 
had pleaded with Mm to pr es e n t 
himself, otherwise his own future In 
the army would be "at an end."

Israeli and Palestinian clash 
at Manila law conference 


MANILA (Reuter). — Israeli and 
Palestinian delegates yesterday 
clashed for the second day running at 
the World Peace Through Law con- 
ference here. 

During a debate on the inter- 
national protection of human rights. 
52-year-old Palestinian-born 
Professor Musa Marta wi of London 
Polytechnic Law School accused the 
Israelis of authoring a resolution 
which endorses the right of Jews to 
leave the Soviet Union but, he claim- 
ed. doesn't mention that they would 
go to homes allegedly expropriated 
from Palestinians. 

Israel Supreme Court Justice Melr 
Sham gar. countercharged that he 
bad failed to say that Arabs had com- 
mitted genocide against Jews and 


had expelled hundreds of th o usands 
of them from their countries. 

Yesterday’s clash started when 
Shamgar gave notice to another pan- 
el that he was proposing a resolution 
seeking endorsement both of the 
rights of people to leave countries 
and support for "prisoners of con- 
science." 

Muzz awl called out from the floor - 
that the Israelis were attending, the 
conference simply to serve their own 
interests.

Bank Massad workers locked out

TEL AVIV. — Workers at Bank 
Massad tried to resume work this 
week, but the bank's management 
has locked them out, workers' com- 
mittee members said here yester- 
day. 

"They put new locks on the door of 
the Tel Aviv offices and in the other 
branches (Jerusalem, Haifa and 
Beersheba), they simply told the 
Bank of Israel not to give us any 
cash." said Henry Ohayon, a com- 
mittee member. 

Israel Zussman, chairman of the 
bank, confirmed the workers' state- 
ment. "When they went on strike two 
weeks ago, it was a wildcat strike. 
Now they want to go back to work 


while threatening us with a new 
strike if negotiations don't go their 
way. We will reopen the bank only 
when we are sure they will go back to 
work." 

The conflict stems from the deci- 
sion to merge the bank, which was 
founded by the Hlstarirut Teachers' 
Union, with Bank Hapoalim. The 
workers were promised all their 
rights under the new arrangement, 
but demanded large amounts of 
severance pay. The management 
refused since no-one was being fired. 

The workers claim that manage- 
ment wants to force them to accept 
Histadrut arbitration. “The 
Hlstadrut also represents the 
management,*’ they said. '"and so 
wc don't think they have our In- 
terests at heart.” 


Ze’evi to ask 
for probe 
on Olmert 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — Aluf (res.) 
Rehavam Ze'evi said yesterday he 
has instructed his attorney to submit 
complaints to the' police,, the 
Attorney -General and the Israel Bar 
Association-about MK Ehud Olmert. 
He is complaining about alleged 
. statements About his forthcoming 
libel suit against Olmert. 

According to a taped conversation 
with Menahem Cohen, secretary to 
Popular Front MK Charlie Biton, 
Olmert allegedly said he would dis- 
grace Ze'evi in court by asking him 
embarrassing questions about his 
sex life. 

Ze'evi cited the fact that Olmert 
declared he would intentionally ask 
the reserves general questions which 
were entirely unbased on fact in 
order to disgrace him. In his com- 
plaint to the Bar Association, Ze'evi 
will say that as an attorney Oimert’s 
alleged behaviour was a transgres- 
sion of professional ethics. 

In the complaints to be submitted 
to the police and the Attorney- 
General, Ze'evi said he would ask for 
an Investigation into allegations that 
Olmert tried to compel Cohen to sign • 
a false statement. Cohen bas sub- 
mitted a similar complaint to the 
police in which be said Olmert had 
tried to persuade him to sign a state- 
ment declaring that the Likud MK 
had never made the statements 
allegedly taped by Cohen in the con- 
versation revealed on Monday by 
Biton.

The military governor told the 
council that as It had not beenable to 
provide municipal services for 
months be was dismissing all' its 
members and appointing three other 
West Bank Arabs who are not 
residents of KabatLya, to run the 
council. 


Optician fined 
for overcharging 

A Jerusalem optician was fined 
■ XL2,000 and given a two-month 
suspended sentence in a Magistrates 
Court this week for making more 
than 300 per cent profit on the sale of 
a pair of tinted lenses — a profit 
which by law Is “unreasonable. " 

George Goldstein, who owns a 
shop on the capital's Rehov Ben-. 
Hillel, was found guilty, of selling a 
pair of lenses that coat him ILL 84 for 
IL6O0. A "reasonable" profit far op- 
ticians varies between 115-140 per 
cent, bringing the price of the lenses 
np to about HAOO.

Golan needs ten new settlements

GOLAN HEIGHTS. — Ten new 
settlements on the Golan Heights 
within the next decade were called 
for yesterday by Mfc ir Shamir of the 
Jewish National Fund, one of the 
principal architects of the Golan’s 
development. 

He said the shortages of water and 
arable land, hitherto the limiting 
factors inhibiting the creation of new 
settlements, could be overcome by 
revolutionary new agricultural 
methods permitting more intensive 
use of the two elements, in addition, 
he said, there would have to be 
reparcellation of some of the ex- 
isting 26 settlements in order to 
provide land for the new 
settlements. He envisioned these be- 
ing created in the sparsely settled 
central and northern parts of the 
Golan. 

Shamir told a press conference 
that the JNF plans la the next 10 
years to reclaim 50,000 dunams on 
the Golan for agriculture. Ih the past 
10 vears, It reclaimed 93,000 dunams. 


Tourism must come to play an in- 
creasingly important role in the 
economic life of the Golan 
settlements, he said. Until now, it 
has virtually been Ignored despite 
conditions that make the Golan par- 
ticularly well suited as a vacation 
spot for foreign tourists and Israelis, 
including splendid views of the 
Galilee and Lake. Kinneret.. 

Among the recreational areas be- 
ing developed in the area is the Jor- 
dan River Paris, part of which open- 
ed to visitors a year ago. Stretching 
for 20 kilometres along the river 
north of its outlet into the Kinneret, 
the park will eventually incorporate 
20,000 dunams. Visitors arriving via 
the customs house above the Bnot 
Ya’acov Bridge can already picnic 
alongside the rushing stream. Two of 
10 old flour mills in the area have 
been restored as well as. water 
canals leading to them from the 
river. 

Shamir, who formerly headed the 
northern district of the Jewish Agen- ' 
cy Settlement Department, was 


coordinator of the Golan's develop- 
ment from 1967 to J. 9 71. He has since 
then headed the Land Development 
Authority of the JNF. 

. He noted yesterday that settle- 
ment has got underway at Kat- 
zrin, the Golan city which will house 
a bit more than half the 16,000 
settlers envisioned for! the heights. 
The completion of Katzrin, the 
development of 10 new settlements 
* and the development of tourism, said 
Shamir, would create a sound in-, 
fraatructure and lay the basis for 
dynamic growth. 
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Opposition 
won’t join 
gov’t motion

TEL AVIV. — Premier Menahem 
Begin will, In all probability, not 
table a motion on the Palestinian 
issue at today's Knesset session, it 
was learned from Likud circles last 
night The Prime Minister, it was 
said, decided to abandon bis in- 
itiative for a near-unanimous vote In 
the House against talks with the PLO 
and reaffirming Israel's opposition 
to an Independent Palestinian stage. 
This is because both the Alignment 
and the Democratic Movement for 
Change wished to add an amend- 
ment regarding territorial com- 
promise with all the neighbouring 
countries. 

- The Knesset is due to convene to- 
day la special session to pass the 
budget on its final reading and Begin 
bad reportedly Intended to present a 
motion bn the agenda on the Palesti- 
nian issue. 

The Premier asked the two main 
opposition factions to join the 
government in denouncing the P£X) 
and a Palestine state. He wished 
thereby, it was said, to demonstrate 
anew fee national consensus on these 
two issues. However, both factions 
while concurring on these two points, 
Insisted on including the territorial 
compromise element. 

The Alignment faction met yester- 
day to discuss the Premier's ap- 
proach, and resolved to table a joint 
motion with the DMC on this issue.

EQstadrut backing, they offered to 
start paying the advances forthwith. 
In pounds. ' 

The union ordered Its men on all 
Israeli freigteers (with the exception 
of the four freighters run by two 


small companies, Rosenfeld- and 
-Aran); to step working overtime 
when their ships are In port, and 
restrict their work to the eight aan. 
to five p.TO. shift only. After five the 
ships .would be unable to sail, or con- 
tinue loading and discharging 
operations, in fact paralysing the 
vessels far 16 hours a day. 

In ad diti on, the. officers will not 
■participate In or supervise any 
“special Job” far which the ratings 
axe paid In foreign currency. T hin 
will further: hamper shipping 
operations. 

The union announced it had decid- 
ed t o stop cooperating with the "dou- 
ble system of pay for officers and 
rating*, on board the ships, or ac- 
quiesce in the salary distortions to 
the officers’ disadvantage" arising 
from the absence of a new labour 
contract for 1967/77. It claimed that 
whereas the ratings were being paid 
-overtime In dollars (under the ex- 
iating contract) the companies had 
refused to pay the officers advances 
In dollars, which also discriminated 
against the officers. 

At this afternoon’s meeting with 
Aridor, the dlrectors-general of the 
Treasury and the Transport' 
Ministry are also to take part. A 
quick settlement of the partial strike 
: may be possible, according to ship- 
ping sources.

‘Too much publicity’ on dropouts

' Too much publicity la "being given 
to the subject of boys and girls who 
drop out of school and just hang 
around and refuse to work," the 
director-general of the Labour 
Ministry, Arye Gurel, claimed 
yesterday. 

NevertheJeas^Gurel . — meeting 
with. the ministry's youth branch, m 
admitted- that about five percent of 
the nation 'jsyoun&peeple betsuenift - 
and 18, approximately 18,000 boys 
,and girls, roam the streets neither 
'studying nor working. 

Many labour and school officials 
believe the number is considerably 
higher. Education Minister Zevulun 
■Hammer said last week there were 
17,000 unemployed teenagers out of 
-school. 


According' to Gurel, many of the 
ywihs described as Idle dropouts are 
actually students at the one-day-a- 
week educational scheme of the 
.Labour Ministry's apprenticeship 
bureau:

Health chief: Spend 
money on teeth not 
open-heart surgery 


Jerusalem Pott Reporter 

As cruel as It sounds. It might have 
been better far Israel to work at mak- 
ing dental services available to all 
than to provide open-heart surgery. 
Health Ministry Director-General 
Ya’acov Menczel told a press con- 
ference in Jerusalem yesterday. 

He was using the point to 
demonstrate the types of problems 
the Health Ministry la reorganizing 
to face. He explained that the 
ministry Is ’a closed system, with 
only a limited amount of money at its 
disposal. To use it well. It must, 
decide upon its priorities and imple- 
ment them efficiently. 

Until now', Menozel udmMtod, the 
ministry carried out itz double role — 
running g o v ern m ent health faculties 
and planning the health services far 
the entire co u ntry — on an ad hoc 
basis. The change In structure, he 
said, had been in the works for many 
months and waa hardly a politically 
inspired move following the elec- 
tions. He noted that the ministry 
would be split into three divisions, 
medical, administrative and plan- 
ning and information. ■ 

-■ The ^medical division,: beaded by 
Profess or .Ttaruch Modan-of TelAviv 
UnlversJtyLvwiU include the 
department* of public health, 
hoepitallzatlon, mental health, 
prolonged disease and gerontology 
and para-medical services. 

Menczel noted that the prime 
problems in this sphere included the 
shortages of nurses and dentists. 

The country had too few dentista, 
he said, and these tended to cluster In 
the large cities. A dental school was 
being opened In Tel Aviv, he sold, in 
addition to the one in Jerusalem, but 
If these were hot enough, more would 
be established. 

As for doctors, he said, the coun- 
try’s medical schools were turning 
out enough for local needs. The large 
number of Iaraella studying abroad, 
he said, were symptomatic of the 
tendency of Jews to study medicine. 
But he added that at least some of 
these might be diverted Into more 
sparsely-manned related fields such 
os medical engineering or medical 
economics. 

The administrative division, head- 


ed by Moshe Hurvitz of the Health 
1 Ministry, will Include personnel, 
supplies, budgeting, accounting and 
training. Among Its functions will be 
coordinating the necessary man- 
power and equipment to carry out 
any ministry decision. 

The derisions themselves will be a 
function of the planning and Informa- 
tion division. Menczel explained that 
it is customary in any large organiza- 
tion for the management to be 
presented with a series of options 
from whlch they can come to a deci- 
sion. 

Menczel also expressed the hope 
that the automation branch, for 
which thin division will also be 
responsible, will make it possible to 
convey crucial information about 
patients from hospital to hospital by 
- computer.

HERZLJYA. — A violent explosion

The show's producer Jerry MeUtz, 
fashion coordinator at the Export 
Institute's Fashion Centre, managed 
to colour match the brilliant yellow, 
emerald, scarlet and sand colours of 
the rockets to the tones of the final 
fashion line-up. Or maybe 1978 
summer and spring fashion has 
simply come to Ms aid, decreeing 
that the new "in" colours are billlant 
rainbow hues, combined with 
tones, beige and white. 

Opening the show, put on for the 
benefit of some 300 foreign buyers 
and visiting journalists. Commerce, 
Industry and Tourism Minister 
Ylgael Hurvitz stated; "There Is 
nothing more Important to our 
economy than earning honest 
dollars, not from loans or fund- 
draining, but by exploiting natural 
resources, such as cotton, combined 
with productivity, technology, im- 
agination and talent." 

Regrettably, the minister speaks 
no English, leaving the visitors from 
abroad fidgeting somewhat uncom- 
fortably In their seats during his 
speech. A compere gave an ad-lib 
translation tram the text she was 
handed at the last minute. 

Shortly afterwards, the audience 
waa compensated by a fast-moving 
fashion display. Colourful groups of 
three, four and more models follow- 
ed each other In rapid succession 
through the giant arched backdrop 
and onto the catwalk stretching 
across the poolside lawn, dancing to 
samba, Latin American and old 
fashioned mood music. 

■The big colour story was white 
("No longer a dirty word in the rag 
trade" commented one buyer), lots 
of sandy hues well-suited to a seaside 
setting, and ice cream shades like 
pistachio, marigold, yellow, red and 
lilac, often combined in the stripes of 
one dress. 

There were touches of Tahiti and 
Hawaii In Gottex's show-stopping 
sarongs and swimsuits with fruit and 
flower border patterns on brilliant 
purple grounds; there were belts 
made of ropes and toggles atop 


beautifully cut pale brick two pieces 
by Ero; kn itted strlpcy bermudas 
with T-shirts, reminiscent of the 20's 
took; mile beacbwe&r from Helen 
Knits; gold hama a and wishbone 
charms da nglin g from Rikma's new 
swimwear collection; "burnt*' lace 
cover ups and pompon trimmed 
muslin, multi-coloured “balloon" 
dresses from the same firm. 

The biggest styling story was one 
of neutral cottons combined with 
lacy layers and trims, seen 
throughout the' show: strapless 
layered broderie anglaise dresses by 
Alaska, ones trimmed with baby 
blue and pink ribbons by Adler, and 
many others. 

Carnit le&therwe&r manufacturers 
came up with ultra soft sandy goat 
suede far tops and skirts, scollop 
edged and punched with holes to look 
just like lace. 

The show coat an estimated IL250,- 
000. paid for by manufacturers. 

“If the aim was to provide a lovely 
cabaret and free entertainment for 
the public of Tel Aviv and Herzllya, 
the show was worth It,” said one 


major buyer In the British delega- 
tion, "But not if you want to sell ex- 
port fashions to the trade. The people 
who put on fsshlon shows here ought 
to come to London and Paris to learn 
bow. Buyers in our group resented 
being pushed aside by the crowds. 
They were provided with no 
catalogues, no descriptions of fabric 
types or price ranges." 

Comments on the collections 
themselves were more favourable. 
Cyril Kern, Chairman of the Anglo 
Israel Fashion and Textile Cbm- 
mittee said: "What you're showing 
here proves that you have to be in a 
hot country to design well for the 
heat. Your swimwear and 
sportswear are excellent.** 

A buyer from Ireland was im- 
pressed by spring and summer 
ranges here.

Court denies bail to Arab villagers 
charged with seditious singing

HAIFA. — The appeal by two Majd 
el-Krum residents, charged with 
sedition, against their detention, waa - 
dismissed by District Court Judge 
Eliezer Bar, yesterday. Ten other 
villagers, also accused under the 
sedition charge, then withdrew their 
appeal against their detention, also 
for 15 days. 

The residents were arrested last 
Wednesday and Thursday, following 
a village wedding, at which they 
allegedly sang or applauded 
seditious songs. They were brought 
before an Acre Magistrate the next 
day. and remanded for 16 days, to 
give the police a chance to in- 
vestigate the charges. 

In rejecting the appeal of two of 
the accused, Haasan Mussa Sawad 
and Mahmud Ahme Krayem, Bar 
said the police evidence contained 
prlma facia evidence of inntting to 
rebellion, which waa a very grave 
offence. He noted that there waa a 
fear that the accused would try to In- 
fluence witnesses if released. 


Furthermore the police had promis- 
ed to complete the file and send it to 
the District Attorney before the 
detention period is up. 

The accused^' lawyer had claim- 
ed, at the time of their detention, 
that most of the 12 suspects were 
members of the Co mm uniat Party 
and that their arrest was motivated 
by other reasons. He claimed it was 
subterfuge to keep the men detained 
for a protracted period to enable the 
police to collect other material, 
"mainly political" against them. 

According to the police the zongs 
at the wedding had been hostile to 
the State's very existence and in- 
cluded such passages as "O God let 
the Palestinian Arabs come and 
slaughter all the Jews," "The Front 
is strong and must conquer 
Palestine,** “The Land talks 
Arabic," etc. 

It is understood that nationalistic 
songs have become the fashion at 
Arab village weddings, and the 
police has now stepped In to put a 
brake on their Increasingly hostile 
tone.

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Vance, Hua unlikely to agree 
on return of Taiwan to China

PEKING (UPD . — U.S. and Chinese 
negotiators moved closer yesterday 
to the core issue of their talks — the 
Taiwan question — standing in the 
way of normalization of Feking- 
Washlngton relations, but one 
diplomat said he did not expect any 
agreement. 

Secretary of State Cyrus Vance's 
team of negotiators met for the se- 
cond day with Chinese Foreign 
Minister Huang Hua and his staff, 
and scheduled a third meeting for 
this morning. 

An American official, who has 
taken part in the first two sessions 
with Chinese officials, said both 
sides appear to be in no hurry on the 
key matter they must talk about — 
how to overcome the Taiwan issue 
that stands In the way of normaliza- 
tion of relations. 


The impression of the Americans 
accompanying Vance is that the 
Chinese are preoccupied with their 
own domestic divisions, and that 
they are less concerned with such 
questions as the future of Taiwan. 
The American official said the U.8. 
aide, while it would like to more 
forward in setting up formal 
negotiations between Peking and 
Washington, Is not impatient to do 
so. especially If it would have to 
make concessions. 

Li the meeting so far. according to 
the U.S. official, the Chinese have 
mostly listened and have asked a few 
questions, but the real negotiating 
has not begun. Vance has had no fn- 
' dication that he will be meeting with 
Chinese party chairman Hua' Kuo- 
feng. But one American official said 
that if there was no meeting with 


Kia, it could be considered a serious 
setback for Vance and file U-S. hope 
of gradually improving relations 
with the world's most populous na- 
tion. 

The most thorough picture of the 
Chinese position has come with the 
publication of an 8i-page statement 
by Hua , which was given to the nth 
party congress on August 12, and 
only released following Vance's 
arrival in Peking. A close reading of 
the statement seems to indicate the 
Chinese are determined that Taiwan 
will be part of China, but the state- 
ment appears to be deliberately 
vague an when and how this will 
happen. Hua’s statement indicates 
the Chinese continue to be interested 
in good relations with the U.S., and 
there is no indication of an early end 
to Peking's feud with the present 
Soviet leadership. • 


Fierce battles reported 
in Ethiopia’s Ogaden 


Chinese C ommu nist Party congress 


NAIROBI, Kenya. — Fierce fighting 
was reported yesterday deep in the 
Ogaden region of Ethiopia as 
Somalia-backed insurgents kept up 
pressure on Ethiopian forces. 

In a communique from 
Mogadishu, capital of Somalia, the 
Western Somali Liberation Front 
. (WSLF) claimed 1,500 Ethiopian 
troops were killed and wounded in an 
offensive to seize control of 
Ethiopia's southern Bale province. 

It was the first communique by the 
'WSLF in almost a week, and said 
that battles were raging in the area 
: around the towns of Glnir, Asasha. 
Ardo-Tarre and Rira. Large quan- 
tities of arms and ammunition were 
captured by the WSLF, the com- 
munique claimed. 

> The report could not be confirmed 
by independent sources since no 
Western correspondent has been 
permitted to go to the front. 

According to the WSLF com- 
munique, all the towns and villages 


of Bale province are In the hands of 
the WSLF except the key towns of 
Goba and Ginir. 

Ethiopian strongman colonel 
Menglstu Haile Mariam conceded in 
a weekend nationwide address In Ad- 
dis Ababa that his troops have suf- 
fered losses and that major towns 
have been seized by the Somali in- 
surgents. 

While the Somalis claimed new 
victories in the northern Ogaden, 
Ethiopia yesterday said it had total- 
ly smashed a week-long attack by 
the Somalis In the largest battle of 
the war around the city of Dire 
Daw a. Ethiopia claimed nearly 1,000 
Somali troops killed and wounded 
and warplanes, tanks and artillery 
pieces destroyed. 

The battle was the largest to date 
since the Somalis in early June 
began a surprise offensive to seize 
control of the Ogaden and surroun- 
ding districts and make them part of 
a “Greater Somalia.” (AP, UPD 


Indira’s defence minister charged adopts anti-American and anti-Soviet p lankg S. Africa Cftlls A“boillb 


with misappropriating hinds 


NEW DELHI lUPI). — Police 
arrested the Defence Minister of 
former Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi's cabinet yesterday on 
charges of misappropriating nearly 
$60,000 worth of funds belonging to 
the youth wing of the Congress Par- 
ty. 

Former Defence Minister Bansi 
Lai, 49, was arrested at a police sta- 
tion in his hometown of Bhlwani, 104 
km. northwest of New Delhi. Lai 
allegedly misappropriated 350,000 
rupees (IL380.000) In cash and three 
van-type vehicles belonging to the 
youth congress. 

A former chief minister of 
Haryana state. Lai became defence 
minister in December 1975. six 
months after Mrs. Gandhi Imposed a 
nationwide state of emergency, ac- 
companied by sweeping arrests of 
her political foes and suspension of 
civil liberties. 

Lai was one of what Indian Jour- 
nalists have come to call “Lidia's 
gang of four" or “the caucus." four 


men considered most responsible for 
the harsher aspects of emergency 
rule. He is the first of the four to be 
arrested. 

The other three are Mrs. Gandhi's 
30-year-old son, Sanjay. former In- 
formation minister V.C. Shukla, and 
former minister of state for home af- 
fairs Om Mehta. 

All served as close aides to Mrs. 
Gandhi and wielded great power 
apart from their official posts during 
the emergency. Lai was a close 
friend of Sanjay Gandhi, who 
reportedly strongly urged his 
mother to make him defence 
minister. 

Lai's arrest came eight days after 
the arrests of 10 men, including three 
top aides to Mrs. Gandhi, on charges 
of looting nearly $7 m. from the 
Congress Party treasury and 
channelling It Into phony firms for 
their own use. 

The 10 arrested are all free on bail 
pending further Investigation and 
the filing of formal court charges 
against them. 


Uganda tries sixteen for conspiracy 


NAIROBI (UPI). — Sixteen promi- 
nent Ugandans went on trial yester- 
day before a military tribunal ac- 
cused of plotting to overthrow Presi- 
dent Idi Amin; Radio Uganda an- 
nounced. 

The Ugandans were arrested in 
' February and include the former 
chairman of Uganda's public service 
commission, Abdullah Anyuru, the 
former chief inspector of schools, 
T.T. Op at. a former military in- 
telligence officer, Lt. Ben Ogwant, 
and former assistant commissioner 
of police Daniel Musareko who was 
also under- secretary in the Ministry 
of Internal Affairs. 

Also Implicated in the same 
reported plot was the late Anglican 


archbishop of Uganda, the Rt. Rev. 
Janani Luwumand, Internal Affairs 
Minister Charles Oboth-Ofumbi, and 
Land and Water Resources Minister 
Erenayo Oryema. 

All three were killed in February. 
The government said they died en 
route to an official investigation 
when their auto collided with an on- 
coming car. Church and other in- 
dependent observers, however, said 
the three were deliberately 
murdered by Amin. 

Radio Uganda charged th at the ac- 
cused held a series of meetings last 
year to draw up plans to recruit and 
train people to overthrow Amin's 
regime, and also to try to get 
military assistance from other 
nations. 


Voyager H gets extensive checkup 


PASADENA. California (AP). — 
Engineers at the Kennedy Space 
Centre in Florida began an extensive 
checkup of the Voyager II 
spacecraft, whose blast-off has been 
postponed by two days to September 
31 to prevent the kind of mechanical 
problems Voyager I encountered. 

Engineers paid particular atten-* 
tion to a 1.9-metre boom that carries 
a pair of television cameras and 
several scientific instruments. 

Th e boom is supposed to swing out 
after the 95thkg., Jupiter-bound craft 


separates from its launch rocket. No 
signal was ever received confirming 
that the boom on Voyager n. which 
was launched last Saturday, swung 
fully out to its intended position. 

The $500 xn. mission calls for 
Voyager I to catch up to Voyager n 
and pass it. arriving near Jupiter for 
a fly-by in 1981. The two craft will 
photograph Jupiter and at least five 
of its 13 or 14 moons, then use the 
huge planet’s intense gravity as a 
slingshot for a boost on toward 
Saturn.

HONGKONG (UPD- — The Chinese 
Communist Party wrote an anti- 
American and anti-Soviet platform 
into its new constitution. 

The document, adopted at the par- 
ty's llthnational congress last week, 
was made public yesterday while 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
was in Peking discussing the future 
of Sino-American relations. 

Otherwise, the new constitution 
followed the law-and-order theme 
emphasized in the political report 
made to the congress by party chair- 
man Hua Kuo-feng. 

Marshal ' Yeh Chien-ying, party 
vice-chairman and Defence 


Minister, delivered the report on toe 
new constitution. His speech was 
also made public yesterday and 
transmitted along with the text of the 
constitution by the New China News 
Agency (NONA). 

Yeh and the constitution 
emphasized the need for more party 
discipline and tighter control from 
the top. 

Party members should he en- 
couraged to make criticism and 
given freedom of expression provid- 
ed they submit to central control. Yeh 
said. Those who try to suppress 
criticism by party members “should 
be investigated and punished.” 


Although dissent is encouraged and 
protected, Yeh said “a fiber alist at- 
titude” will never be tolerated. 

In its general programme, the new 
constitution proclaims that the 
Chinese Communist Party “unites 
with the proletariat, the oppressed 
people and nations of the whole 
world and fights shoulder-to- 
shoulder with them to oppose the 
hegemonism of the two super- 
powers, the Soviet Union and the 
U.S.. to overthrow Imperialism, 
modern revisionism and all reaction, 
and wipe the system of exploitation 
of man by man off the face of the 
earth.”

Egyptian Moslem extremists plead 
not guilty to conspiracy charges 


CAIRO. — All defendants pleaded in- 
nocent yesterday at the start of a 
military trial involving 54 leaders 
and members of an extremist 
Moslem religious group held respon- 
sible for the kidnap-sl&ying of a 
former cabinet minister last month. 

The defendants, all below the age 
of 40 and many wearing beards, 
appeared defiant throughout the 
three-hour opening session and 17 of 
them. Including group leader 
Shoukry Ahmed Mustafa, complain- 
ed in court that they had been beaten 
and tortured by security authorities. 

As they alighted from gray- 
painted police vans and trooped into 
the courtroom, some shouted “Allah 
Akbar”(God is Great) — the 
traditional Moslem chant. One 
defendant shouted, “We do not want 
your civilization. We want to live in 
the desert under clear blue aides and 
pray to God." 

The indictment released on August 
11 and read out in court covered a 
vide range of charges, the principal 
one being the abduction and murder 
of former Minister of Wakfa 
(Moslem endowments) Sheikh 
Mohammed Hussein Al-Zahaby. 

The charges also Included the for- 


mation of an organiz ati on dedicated 
to "overthrowing the fundamental 
social system of the state," armed 
assault on citizens, acts of terrorism 
including three bomb explosions In 
Cairo, and collusion with Libya to 
“harm the national interest and un- 
dermine Egypt’s political position in 
time of war (with Israel)." 

With three defendants still at 
large, 51 were in the dock. They in- 
cluded three 15-year-old boys. The 
prosecution said they had been used 
to run errands between the hideouts 
of the organization, known as the 
Penance and Retreat Society. 

The spokesman for the defendants 
demanded that they be moved from 
various prisons where they are 
presently held to a single jail and 
“unless this Is done, we shall boycott 
toe proceedings and turn our backs 
on you." 

The court postponed hearings until 
September 3 to allow defence 
lawyers time to study the 2,000-page 
dossier of the case. 

Nine members of the Moslem 
group abducted Al-Zahaby at gun- 
point from his home in a Cairo sub- 
urb July 3. Police found Ms body, 
with a bullet in the head, three days

PRETORIA. — Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Roelof Botha yesterday dis- 
missed as “unbelievable" French 
claims that South Africa is planning 
a nuclear explosion. 

Botha denied for the second time 
in two days the -country has built 
atomic test Installations or {dans 
atomic tests for any purpose. 

De Gulringaud was quoted as say- 
ing on French radio: “We have 
received information that there are 
in South Africa preparations for a 
nuclear' explosion, which the South 
Africans claim will be peaceful." 

The French radio claimed South 
Africa had built atomic test sites in 
the Kalahari Desert which had been 
spotted by Soviet and U’.S. satellites. 

Rumours df South Africa's nuclear 
capability began In October 1974 
when atomic energy board vice- 
president Louw Alberts declared 
that South Africa was technically 
more advanced than India. 

Earlier that year India successful- 
ly detonated a nuclear bomb. 

“Our technology and science have 
advanced sufficiently to produce lt if 


we have to,” Dr. Alberts said. He 
' declined to elaborate and subse- 
quently was chastized by the govern- 
ment for the remark. 

Specuiatio.n on South Africa's 
nuclear weapons capability has been 
rife since then but the government, 
which is open about its aim to 
harness the atom for peaceful pur- 
poses, has repeatedly denied and dis- 
missed as “unfounded" suggestions 
it Is building the bomb. 

But Connie Mulder, Minister of toe 
Interior, said early in 1977 that : “If 
we are attacked, no rules apply at all 
if if comes to a question of our ex- 
istence." 

South Africa's nuclear 
programme was assisted at first by 
the U.S. and later France, which sold 
two reactors to Pretoria. 

The liberal “Rand Dally Mail" of 
Johannesburg reported yesterday 
that black Africa's bitterness 
towards France and West Germany 
for supplying South Africa with 
nuclear technology could be a reason 
for the French charges and indigna- 
tion. (AP. UPD

The government hopes the lead 
given by the automobile-makers this 
summer will be followed by the 
chemical industry. France's other 
major employer, next year. Banks 
and Insurance companies,- whose ac- 
tivity hardly falters throughout the 
summer, are offering incentives to 
staff who take time off later in the 
year. A one-day bonus Is granted for 
-a four-day holiday and two days for 
holidays exceeding five days. 

But obstacles still remain. Estate 


agents,, tour operators and 
landladies who specialize In 
providing summer 
are reluctant to break with their 
practice of letting by the month in 
favour of weekly rentals. Roger 
Lemiale, president of FTNAUt, an 
organisation which groups 80 firms 
with 95,000 holiday homes on their 
books, says: "To make weekly rent- 
- ting worthwhile we shall have to ask 
the government to put up our rents 
by one-third. The alternative is to 
free our properties from rent con- 
trols." ■ 

Another drawback for fa mili es 
with young children Is that sebool 
holiday dates are not staggered. But 
Minister of Education Bene Baby, 
who set different periods for the 
Easter break for schools in the North 
and South of France a few months 
ago. hopes to introduce the same 
system during the three-month 
summer break in 1978. 

While be was still Finance 
Minister. President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing said: "Our failure to 
spread our holidays over the year 
represents a serious wastage of our 
resources and of enjoyment. It looks 
as If this summer France has mads a 
step towards the more rational use of 
both. 


Pocket money: learning how to spend 


WHILE parents are struggling with 
obligations that amount to thousands 
of mot. It may seem like the height 
of absurdity to suggest that they also 
weary about personal allowances or 
pocket money for the children. Yet 
this, too. is a necessary part of the . 
total family budget; and in terms of 
personal development and family 
relationships, it may be even more 
important than the larger suma. 

The ways in which. an Individual — 
or a family handles money are as 
varied .as any other personal 
characteristic, and each family 
develops a style of its own. Every 
newly-wed couple spends a good deal 
of time and thought creating a 
system of handling money that is ap- 
propriate for them — knowing full 
wen that success in this area is one 
of the requisites for a sound 
marriage. 

* By the time the children are old 
enough to participate in the spending 
of the family income, the habits of 
‘‘money-management" are already 
well set, and the disbursement of 
petty cash for "Bazooka,'* "Bom- 
ba,” or small toys just gets tacked on 
to the grocery budget. 

Very often the children are quite 
grown up before any real thought is 
given to their personal spending 
money. But since money is going to 
be spent anyhow, whether for bubble 
gum or for school supplies, it Is im- 
portant to consider how it is spent. 

THERE GAN BE no single prescrip- 
tion for h andling allowances that will 
suit all families. I can only share 
with you my personal thoughts on 
this subject. ■ ' - i

slbility for doing- so increases each 
year, taking into account, of course, 
the life-style and the means .of the 
family. For example. I see no reason 
why a 17-year-old girl who lives in a 
city should not be responsible for the 
budgeting and buying of her own 
clothes, as well as for handling her 
monthly school expenses. 

Whether it Is 10 agorot a day for 
saving and counting at age five, or 
100 lirot a month for transportation 
and sebool 'supplies at age 15, pay- 
meant should be made on a fixed 
schedule. If you- accept this as your 
responsibility, then do it gracefully 
— no late payments, no forgetting. ' 
and no changes, except by^ mutual. 

. agreement. - You can't . teach your t 
child to manage ttfamohey reap on- ’ 

;■ slfoJy unless you treat ^responsibly. 

An allowance is neither largesse 
on your part nor a reward for the 
recipient. The allowance covers 
legitimate needs and should be In- 
violate. You wouldn't punish your 
child by withholding food or keeping 
him home from school; therefore, ; 
you cannot withhold his bus or snack ; 
money. 

An allowance is not payment for 


chores. All the members of a family 
have responsibilities for the 
maintenance of an orderly home, 
and certain tasks to perform for 
which they are not entitled to any 
remuneration. 

The expenditure of money outside 
the home and the no'ntexpendlture of 
energy inside it are two frequent 
sources of friction between parents 
and children. To couple these two 
may exacerbate both and alleviate 
neither. 

ON THE OTHER hand, if an older 
child is willing to take on a chore for 
which the family habitually spends 
money, then this should b e treated as 
. a part-time job, for which he Is en- 
titled to be paid. 

For example. If a family does its 
own home maintenance, gardening 
or car-washing, then children should 
be expected to participate without 
any thought of payment. But if the 
car is regularly washed at the gas 
station, then why shouldn't some 
enterprising kid (including your 
own) compete for the business? 

One 17-year-old of our acquain- 
tance Is saving up money (for driv- 
ing lessons, what else?), and she and 
her best friend have taken over the 
weekly cleaning chores at their 
respective homes. They work 
together: they clean one flat on Mon- 
day morning (no classes) and the 
other on Thursday afternoon. "By the 
' tim«. they meet the Transport. 

age requirem ent, they 
will have the money for their driving 
lessons well in hand. Kol hakaood. ' 

An allowance should not be con- 
tingent on a youngster's part-time 
job; I see no reason to penalize bis 
ambition or achievement. However, 
a parent does have to exercise some 
control where a youngster has too 
much cash available. 

When our son was just starting to 
earn extra money by doing chores 
for the neighbours, he and his father

agreed that as long as his allowance 
covered the “necessaries," be could 
spend one-half of what he earned as 
he pleased. The other half was. to be 
saved in a co-slgned bank account. 

AN ALLOWANCE is one of the focal 
points that reflects the quality of the 
relationship between parents and 
child. A parent should b e able to say, 
"I cant afford this," without feeling 
guilty or ashamed. (Whatever 
happened to the old-fashioned virtue 
of living within one’s means?) 

Parents have to be able to exercise 
a measure of candour with their 
growing children so that they have a 
realistic picture of the family’s 
financial circumstances. A child 
should b e allowed to hear hlsparents 
discuss budget problems and plan 
for major purchases so that he 
realizes that financial deprivation is 
not the exclusive disadvantage of a 
12-year-old on a limited allowance. 

An allowance Is a contractual 
agreement between parents and 
children. It Is true that the parent 
has an obligation to deliver on time; 
it is equally true that the parent has 
an obligation to withstand the 
wheedling for an extra stipend or 
“loan" which Is not in the contract. 
The breaking of the contract, by 
either party, should be for cause, 
and only after agreement on both 
sides. 

If, as part of the family 
plan, the allowance is accepted by 
both parents and children, then. It 
won't hurt the 10-year-old one bit to 
be deprived of an extra ice-cream, 
and the 16-year-old will be too proud 
'to a sk f or something that Is clearly 
‘'beyond theTdmiiy capability. 

-tpve heard-^wamisge -about 'the 
evils of money, but I’ve never had 
enough of the lucre to put those war- 
nings to a personal test. I do know 
that the filthy stuff can say some 
very nice things to the children. 
Used intelligently, an allowance can 
say things like, “I trust you,” "I 
respect your right to make choices," 
and above all, “I recognize that you 
are growing .qp.”

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ALMOST FOUR YEARS after the 
death of David Ben-Curios, and a 
year after work began on his im- 
mense archives, nearly 200,000 of 
more than 700,000 items of his 
literary heritage have been copied, 
filmed, classified and undergone the 
first stage of cataloguing. 

When Ben-Gurion died in 1973 at 
his home, the green “hut" In Kibbutz 
Sde Boker, to which he retreated 
upon giving up office, he had achiev- 
ed the first stage of a lifelong dream : 
development of the Negev, and the 
establishment, on a hill south of the 
kibbutz, of a "Yavne -Oxford" study 
centre. 

In his lifetime, the centre already 
consisted of a teachers' and 
kindergarten instructors' seminary, 
a secondary school, and a “field 
school” for Negev nature-study- The 
three institutions are situated at 
what has long been known as 
Midreshet Sde Boker — Sde Bbker 
College — adjacent to the site chosen 
by “the Old Man" for his and his wife 
Paula's last resting-place. 

In his last will and testament, Ben- 
Gurion bequeathed all his property " 
— his house in TeJUAviv, his library, 
his hut, his papers and his copyrights 
on his works’ — to the Israeli notion. 
He appointed a committee of 
custodl&ns as bis general and 
literary executors. 

Shortly after his death, the Univer- 
sity of the Negev at Beersheba was 
renamed after him. The Israel 
Government subsequently decided 
to erect, at “Ben-Gurion Hill," a 
complex of institutions in his 
memory. The Ben-Gurion Law, pass- 
ed by the Knesset early in 1977, 
proclaimed the day of his death as a 
day of national remembrance, to be 
observed to government offices and 
in schools throughout the country, 
and approved the addition of two 
new institutions at the Negev site: 
the Ben-Gurion Research Institute 
and Archives, and the Institute for 
Desert Research (to incorporate the 
former Beersheba Negev Re 3 er arch 
Institute). 

The law provided for the Research 
Institute to house a study centre and 
to serve also as a site for conferences 
and teaching. Its functions would in- 
clude the. gathering of. documentary.

material connected with Ben- 
Gurion's work, message and times, 
the study of Israel's renaissance, 
and the publication of the results of 
its research. The Institute was also 
empowered to transfer some of the 
scientific aspects of its teaching ary i 
research to the Beersheba Universi- 
ty. 

A VISIT to the Ben-Gurion Archives, 
these days leaves even the most 
seasoned observer almost 
speechless. The Archives consist of 
the following major categories: 

B.-G.'s personal diaries, in his own 
neat handwriting and arranged by 
him chronologically in thickly-bound 
copybooks, each having its own table 
of contents and index; a fair propor- 
tion of the letters received by him 
from people In Israel, and from 
friends, acquaintances and 
statesmen from all over the world; 
minutes recorded In his own 
handwriting, and copies of the 
minutes of party conventions and of 
all the meetings and discussions of 
the public bodies, institutions and 
committees of which he was an ac- 
tive member; copies of all his 
speeches and lectures, and. .articles 
in the local and world press; un- 
published manuscripts; his War of 
Independence diary; and his 
memoirs from 1907 until his death. 

Of the last mentioned. Ben-Gurion 
in his latter years prepared four 
volumes for publication, covering 
the period to 1938. The Institute staff 
is now preparing the material from 
that time onward. 

In the first stage of their work, 
the Institute's archivists micro- 
filmed all the material and had it 
photo-copied. The documents and 
other items then underwent 
preliminary classification according 
to general subjects and dates. Says 
the Institute's director, Gersbon 
Rivlin:- 

“For our second year of work, we 
hope to engage additional staff and 
obtain part-time help from outside 
researchers as well. With the aid of 
historians, we are at present engag- 
ed in preparing a detailed, scientific 
lndex-kcy for the material up to 1948,

first-stage classification of material 
from the War of Independence 
onwards.” 

Simultaneously . experts have been 
recording the reminiscences of some 
200 of Ben-Gurion' s contem- 
poraries in Israel and abroad — 
Jews and non-Jews — each of whom 
has his own personal version of "the 
B.-G. period/* The recordings are 
transcribed and added to the 
Archives' records, their main points 
being entered into the index with the 
necessary cross-references to help 
the student in search of material on 
particular topics. 

OF PARTICULAR interest are the 
Israeli leader's meetings with Arab 
leaders from Palestine and 
neighbouring Arab countries. Copies 
of his correspondence, and minutes 
of his meetings, with such per- 
sonalities as Mussa Bey Alami, John 
Philby, Mussa Husseini. Iraqi 
Premier Nurt e-Said and many 
others are to be found In the 
Archives. 

R ivlin hopes that the classifica- 
tion. preparation of the catalogue, 
index entries, and compilation of a 
"Ben-Gurion Dictionary" will be 
completed by 1981. The dictionary Is 
to include names of people and 
organizations and code-names of 
events mentioned frequently in 
B.G.'s writings, but virtually un- 
known to a new generation. 

The Institute Is open to students 
and researchers as well as to the 
general public. Schools and 
organizations are especially 
welcome. There is a small-scale ex- 
hibition on the man and his period, 
and an explanatory talk places 
special emphasis on his plans for the 
development of the Negev. There is 
also an embryo reference library, 
which is growing rapidly. (B.-G.'s 
own 30,000-volume library — In eight 
languages, including Turkish, 
Spanish and ancient Greek — is 
preserved in his hut and his Tel Aviv 
bouse.) 

Mr. Rivtin hopes to be able to add 
to the Institute's regular activities a 
centre for the preparation of 
teaching material for use to schools, 
and a publishing house to prepare 
and publish Ben-Gurion's literary 
heritage.

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Tension among leftists 
over French election 


ARE THE PROSPECTS of a left- 
wing victory In next March's French 
general election Imperilled by the In- 
; creaaingly vocal dissensions between 
i the socialists and their comm uniat 
j allies? 

This is the question which 
Frenchmen are asking as the mo- 
ment approaches for a summit 
meeting between socialist First 
Secretary Francois Mitterrand and 
communist Secretary General 
Georges March ala on September IS. 

The communists want the time atUX' 
in hand to be used by the leadership 
of the two parties for a thorough 
analysis of their differences of views 
on updating their election campaign 
document, the Common 
Pr ogramme. The socialists say only 
m i mb nal changes are required in 
this five-year old manifesto. 

Mar ch ai n said on Europe Number 
One radio station last week that the 
two parties were at loggerheads over 
70 key political points. It would be fol- 
ly to gloss over them, because a left- 
wing government would run 
headlong into trouble if it failed to 
clarify them now, he added. 

In Us radio broadcast Marchals in- 
vited the French to give serious 
thought to the sort of country which 
could emerge from the 1978 poll 
without a strong communist party. 
He compared it with Britain, West 
Germany or Portugal. The com- 
munist leader obviously overlooked 
the fact that many Frenchmen would 
prefer London to Prague, Bonn to 
Bucharest, ~or the "Portugal of Mario 
Soares to that of the communist- 
army clique. 

Among his basic points of disagree- . 
ment with the socialists, the com- 
munist leader lists such vital matters 
as the minimum wage, limiting the 
gap between the highest and lowest 
salaries, the nationalisation 
programme, and, of course, national 
defence. 

The socialists reply that com- 
munist suspicions have been aroused 
by Mitterrand's refusal to be drawn 
Into an exchange of polemics with 
Marchals. The socialists draw con- 
fidence from their primacy as the 
leading political force of the left, 
whereas the communists can claim 
the support of only 20 per cent of the 
voters. 

But without these votes the left 
cannot win next March. Marchals Is 
determined to make Mitterrand pay 
dearly for his support at the polls, 
and he wants clear-cut promises 
now, not after the election. 


week called "confrontation with a 
totalitarian power." Hence their in- 
sistence on nationalisation without, 
as the socialists propose, distribution 
of. state-backed stock to the 
.shareholders, and on taxing high In- 
comes much more severely than 
scheduled in the Common 
Programme. 

The communists say revenue from 
draconian levies on big incomes and 
capital would permit massive In- 
creases in minimum wages and 
family allowances. According to Ed- 
mond Maire. head of the left-wing 
Union Confederation Francalse dea 
Travailieurs, shorter working hours 
would help solve the unemployment 
crisis. 

Economic experts on the socialist 
side say that Implementation of the 
communist plan would produce infla- 
tion running at an annual rate of 25 per 
cent, bring the franc crashing down, 
and create an intolerable balance-of- 
trade deficit. 

Socialist leader Michel Rocard pin- 
pointed the problem at the party's re- 
cent congress In Nantes when he said 
that socialism had always failed In 
the past because It had refused to 
observe the elementary rules of 
economics. But the communist alms 
could be achieved, Rocard added, 
provided the left did not try to attain 
them In the Immediate abort term. 

Francois Mitterrand has described 
this Internecine warfare between the 
two wings of the left as "artificial." 
But it Is in fact totally genuine, and 
reflects the conflict of two rival 
philosophies and economic theories.

Between now and the Mitt err and- 
Marchais summit, attention will be 
focussed on the government majority 
whose components — Chirac's 
Rossemblement Pour le Republlque, 
Glscard's Republican Party and 
their allies — are meeting to draft a 
joint campaign manifesto today: 
Chirac himself is setting off on a 
Tour de France in order to whip up 
support for his movement. 

The governme n t may not have long 
to gloat over the squabbles among 
their enemies. Within a few weeks, 
the youngsters who finished their 
schooling this summer. wfQ be Joining 
the labour market. Few will find 
jobs. Unemployment Is likely to rise 
from last autumn’s level of 1.2 
million to 1.8 million. And this is an

An El AI Boeing 747 Jumbo captain 
taken home XL27.400 a month after 
the pay rise in the latest labour con- 
tract, El Al general manager 
Mbrdechai Ben-Ari told the Knesset 
Economics Committee on Monday. 

Ben-Ari told the committee that 
paying the Income tax due on pilots* 
aod Sight engineers' salaries will 
cost El Al some ILSOm. a year, and 
that the present net salary of a Jum- 
bo pilot is only HA ,000 higher than 
before. - 

Still, even after the reduction of 
the foreign exchange component la 
their salaries, the pilots will get *2,- 
000 per month converted to Israel 
pounds, which means that their 
salaries in local currency will go up 
with every devaluation. 

The salary of a Boeing 707 pilot is 
now IL18,600, Instead of 1347,000. A 
flight officer In' a Jumbo will get ' 
XU. 6, 300 instead of 1144,400. before. 
The biggest pay increase was given 
to flight engineers, who so far 
1142,400 net and will now get IU4.- 
100. 

The Knesset Economics Com- 
mittee discussed the new El Al 
labour contract at the request of 
Amos Hadar, MK . 


. Committee chairman Gad 
Y&'acobl said the agreement was 
more or less hr line with the policy of 
the previous gover n ment la which he 
was Transport Minister. This policy 
held that the Income tax reform 
should apply to airline personnel as 
to other taxpayers, and that the 
foreign currency component fax their 
salaries should be reduced, while 
their net salaries should not decline. 

. Ya’acobi would not say if the new

Irresistible 

sardines

HAIFA. — The sardines have 
returned to the shores of Israel, to 
the delight of the fishermen. 

Fallowing the disastrous start 
to the present season, with prac- 
tically no catches during the first 
half of the year, large shoals of 
sardines reappeared in the Haifa 
Bay area last week. 

The fishermen, who had run up 
heavy losses during the first half 
year and had despaired of making 
good, went after them with a will, 
but found that -the fbrfi were still 
small. But, though the canning in- 
", dustry will take only 120 tons of 
small sardines a season, and the 
Fishermen's TJhion limited them 
to one ton a night per group, the 
fishermen “could not be held 
back. If there are fish in the 
water, there's no power thatH 
keep a real fisherman from the 
sea," union secretary EUayahu 
Kalal told The Jerusalem Post. 
All his pleas to wait another 
. month to give the sardines a 
chance to grow fell on deaf ears, . 
and the men are now bringing in 
their nightly quota, of a ton per 
group. 

Kalai noted that fishermen 
don't take “tomorrow” tor an 
answer, and rather than risk the 
'wind changing and the sardines 
going out to sea, they prefer a ton 
. in the net now rather than bigger 
catches, perhaps, later. .

Call for check 
on unoccupied 
industrial sites 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Government-built industrial 
buildings must not stand empty 
when there are businessmen anxious 
to occupy them. Deputy Minister of 
Industr y Yit zhak Peretz b elieves. 

Peretz recently reviewed the list of 
industrialists and small workshop 
operators waiting for premises in 
buildings erected by Mlvnel 
Ta’asiya. the government firm that 
builds industrial structures In 
development towns and then leases 
space to businessmen. 

Though the waiting list is growing, 
Peretz found “many” completed 
buildings — or parts of bull dings — 
empty. The reason is that, for some 
unforeseen reasons, the original 
lessees could not occupy the 
premises within a specified period. 
Then, instead of restoring the space 
to government ownership, they con- 
tinue paying rent while they 
"prepare to enter,” the deputy 
minister pointed out. 

Somethimes, this “preparation” 
(period lasts for years. Meanwhile, 
other lnduatrlalllsts, ready to start 
production, cannot get space In 
Mlvnel T&'asiya buddings because 
there is no room available, and con- 
struction of more buildings has been 
curtailed by the austerity 
programme. 

This week., peretz asked Haim

of “rented but empty” quarters. 

“We will tell the lessees to either 
return the space to us or sub-lease it 
to the other fellow,” Peretz said.

East Jerusalem hotels will raise 
their rates by 10 per cent from 
September 15, Ahmed Zuhalr Afifi, 
president of the East Jerusalem 
Hotel Association, told a press tour 
of Jerusalem hotels on Monday. 

Afifi noted that the price rise will 
not affect the published "official” 
price quoted to individuals, which 
will remain the same, but will be felt 
in the group rates offered to agents. 
In any case, he noted, practically all 
the guests of the hotels in the Arab 
sector of the city come in organized 
groups, he pointed out. 

Normally, if hotels decide to raise 
their prices, it is from March, the 
beginning of the tourist season. But 
Afifi said that the high rate of infla- 
tion, which he estimated at 40 per 
cent, made the present move 
necessary. He added that the creep- 
ing devaluation (which increases the 
pound value of the prices, quoted in 
dollars) was not enough to make up 
for steep price rises. 

He also pointed out that prices in 
the East Jerusalem Hotels are up to 
50 per cent lower than those for West 
Jerusalem hotels of the same rating. 
He also claimed that it was more dif- 
ficult for East Jerusalem hoteliers to 
get construction loans for new 
buildings or additions, than for their 
colleagues In West Jerusalem. 

But Yehuda Greenbaum. chair- 


man of Jerusalem Hotel Association 
(which has invited the Arab hoteliers 
to join its ranks), noted that the 
same bureaucratic obstructionism 
was felt by Jewish hotel owners. 

He said the East Jerusalem hotels 
should raise their prices, but felt that 
it should be an above- the- table in- 
crease in the published rates. The 
present competition between East 
and West Jerusalem was unhealthy, 
&eenbaum said. 

Greenbaum manages the- ■•Haim 
Schiff Hotels and told The Jerusalem

IF THE RULES governing Israel politics continue to prevail, 
one may safely predict that the Labour Party will return to 
power only if, ana when, the Likud either splits up or rocks up 
sufficient mistakes to disillusion a large part of its electoral sup* 
porters. 

Under these rules of the game the initiative is uniformly in the 
hands of the government party, as Mr. Begin learned during 29 
hard years in opposition. The government does; the opposition, 
at most, talks. And in ail likelihood, only the government will 
undo itself. 

This week, we reported the results of a recent public opinion 
poll. The main finding was that if elections were to be held to* 
day, Mr. Begin 's Likud would win on absolute majority. This in 
Itself Is not very surprising; it reflects a traditional pattern of 
newly-found support for a new premier — even for one who may 
have enjoyed comparatively little popularity prior to his in- 
stallation. Another question, however, Is the durability of a 
government's hold on the public. 

One of the factors determining the time it takes for a ruling 
party to "turn off" a large enough segment of its own support, is 
the Image of the main opposition group. The rather feckless, 
sometimes repelling and often disturbing Image projected over 
many years by Herut, Gahal and Likud was a major reason for 
Labour's prolonged stay in power, even when it was already 
clear beyond any doubt that it was not functioning as a govern- 
ment party should. 

As today’s opposition, the Labour Party is not merely in deep 
trouble. It is fairly close to a state of dissolution. It is both 
rudderless and leaderless. 

Having been grudgingly chosen head of Labour after Mr. 
Rabin's resignation over his dollar faux pas, Mr. Peres con- 
tinues to be rejected by others; not a few leading members 
silently cherish the hope that Mr. Rabin for one will fade away 
Into well-deserved oblivion; Mr. AUon'a apparent expectation of 
a call to leadership once Peres and Rabin knock each other out 
is greeted with universal though quiet derision; while Mr. 
Eban’s pretensions are answered with a yawn. 

More important, however, is the fact that the brutal electoral 
defeat, and the resulting breakdown of recognized central 
leadership, have caused the various wings of the party to start 
pulling vigorously In all directions. One faction is championing 
the creation of a clearly ideological party of the Left, which 
would mean jettisoning many activists of the former Rafi and ' 
even the Mapal wing. 

Another group is advocating the formation of a party of the 
centre, attempting to revive the historical Mapal, together with 
as large a part of the Democratic Movement for Change and the 
Independent Liberals as could be Induced to join such a venture. 
And then there are those still dreaming of a Government of 
National Unity under Mr. Begin and Mr. Dayan. 

As Labour’s titular chief, Mr. Peres thus has his work cut out 
for him. His political fate will in all likelihood be determined by 
his success in bringing party order out of the present chaos, and 
in the process revitalizing Labour and restoring Its sense of self- 
confidence. 

The first step on such an admittedly difficult trek must be 
deciding who constitutes the party. The 200,000 alleged 
members were very much a fiction even at the moment of 
publication of the results of the party census last winter. This is 
even truer today, when numerous “practically minded” Labour 
adherents are shifting to the Likud. 

In order to rebuild itself Labour will have no alternative but to 
count heads again, but genuine heads this time, and to go on to 
elect its leadership anew from the ground up. Admittedly this 
may prove dangerous to some incumbent leaders, but failure to 
do so can be fatal to the party itself. Without it. Labour will be 
hard put even to begin repaying the ILBOm. debt which current- 
ly oppresses it. 

Mr. Begin's government is slowly emerging as a highly 
ideological coalition when it comes to rhetoric, and a fairly 
pragmatic one when it comes to policy. There is some reason for 
Labour to believe that this tension between Mr. Begin’s 
ideological claims and the power-drive of his hungrier and more 
pragmatic colleagues will eventually prove his party's and his 
government's undoing. But that is for the future. 

Meanwhile, the years in opposition should provide an oppor- 
tunity for the Labour Party to crystallize its own conception of 
the good — and safe — society, and to hammer out the operative 
programme through which It would hope to realize that concep- 
tion. This task was neglected during the last dozen years of the 
party’s tenure, when it turned its exclusive attention to the 
Byzantine infighting for the succession. The winners in that 
fight have finally succeeded — to places of honour In the 
political wilderness. 

Finding Itself in the unaccustomed position of being out of 
power, the Labour Party and the men who aspire to lead it will 
have to face up to the age-old question confronting all politics: 
power to what purpose?

A game of the blind, by the deaf, for the dumb 


HIE PEAK of the recent stock boom 
is over, at least for the time being. 
Some people have made a lot of 
money in a short time, at least on 
paper. Many more have lost — and 
many of these have seen their hard 
cash going down the drain. While 
everybody hopes that the present 
relative stability will last, there is no 
assurance that the pot will not boil 
over again, for the fires beneath it 
are still simmering. 

The inflation of stock values since 
the beginning of the year is due to a 
combination of factors. Domestic 
stagnation, now in its fourth year, 
may have reduced current savings, 
but It has at the same time channell- 
ed a higher p roportion of savings 
into financial investments. The 
value of government bonds falling 
due for redemption is constantly ris- 
ing as a result of price inflation — 
and the huge amounts of cash so 
generated are seeking new invest- 
ment outlets. At the same time, the 
Government has reduced the linkage 
of its bands, first to 90 then to 80 per 
cent, thus making them less attrac- 
tive to investors. 

The seeming enigma of the current 
boom — which concerns the source 
of the money that went into stocks — 
is wrapped in no mystery. In the 
fashion of the day. there has been 
much talk of "black money" — as if 
that money had not existed In 
another, and probably quite liquid, 
form before it went chasing stock 
quotations. Others have pointed a 
Anger at the pre-election wage In- 
creases, apparently on the grounds 
that since wage hikes are "bad," and 
stock speculation Is "bad," too, the 
former is the cause of the latter. 

In fact, current savings and the 
moneys released from redemption of 
government bonds are quite suf- 
ficient to explain what happened. 
Besides, the banks have apparently 
given their customers credit for the 
purchase of new capital Issues — but 
there is no hard proof of this. There 
have also been rumours, equally un- 
proved and probably improvable, 
that foreign exchange deposits have 
been used to finance stock specula- 
tion. 

Above all, the rush of "legitimate" 
money into stocks has had a snow- 
ball effect, which has created oppor- 
tunities for shady manipulators and 
has, especially most recently, dragg- 
ed many small "investors" into the 
frenzy of making money without 
even trying, as if it were a new form 
of Mif'al Hapayis. 

THE AMOUNTS Involved may be 
assessed from the data on sales and 
redemption of government bonds. 


The net sales of government bonds, 
. which In 1974 were ILS.Sb., and in 
1973 came to IL*.2b., fell to less than 
tta fib, in 1978. In the first half of 
1977, sales amounted to iLo.sb. set, 
which, on an annual basis, is a 
further fall of 33 per cent compared 
with the preceding year. In 1917, the 
value of government bonds falling 
due for redemption is IL11.6b.. at 
end-1976 prices. Price inflation dur- 
ing 1977 will probably bring the ac- 
tual redemption value up to about 
XLl9b. Some 20 per cent of this 
amount is presumably held by in- 
dividuals and other non-institutional 
investors. 

Although these amounts alone suf- 
fice to explain what has happened on 
the stock market, explanations will 
not save the many who have ruahed 
in where others fear to tread. Most of 
them will find out before long — if 
they have not already done so — 
that, in terms of what these stocks 
will yield, they have made a bad 
bargain. And when investors fin d 
that prices have risen to a level 
where the shares yield much less 
than bonds, even at 80 per cent 
linkage, and start to sell, those who 
hold on to their investments for too 
long will find that they have also suf- 
fered a capital loss. 

Neither the Treasury, nor the 
Securities Authority, nor the Stock 
Exchange can do much to save peo- 
ple from their own folly. Any drastic 
steps would probably do as much 
damage in the short run as letting 
the fires burn themselves out 
gradually; in the longer run, they 
would probably be even more harm- 
ful. Yet there are certain steps that 
could and should be taken, or that 
should be taken more rapidly and 
more energetically.- 

ONE THING the Stock Exchange 
could do is to see to It that price/ ear- 
nings ratios are published frequently 
and regularly, together with the 
market quotations. Although thin 
would not deter those who Insist on 
speculating in the expectation of a 
capital gain, it would at least serve 
as a warning to those who feel that 
they may have to hold on. to their 
papers for a while. If the Stock Ex- 
change is overburdened — as It no 
doubt is at present — it could get this 
service performed by an outside 
body. 

One of the most urgent needs is 
that the Government provide ade- 
quate communications facilites so 
that trade in stocks is not hampered 
by the sheer technical Inability of the 
banks and the Stock Exchange to 
handle the volume of orders coming 
in. 


It la inconceivable that the 
Government should not be able to 
provide these services at short 
notice. If It is indeed interested in 
promoting the stock market as an in- 
strument for the mobilization of in- 
vestment capital. 

It is ridiculous that a city as large 
as Tel Aviv should have only one 
public telex office — and that one set 
I up on ly in response to competition by a 
private firm. The immediate in- 
troduction of telex services in towns 
above a certain rise, or in outlying 
localities, would also serve the 
general needs of commerce and in- 
dustry In these places. More direct 
facilities from the major bank 
branches in the big cities, and public 
multi-purpose telex offices in the 
smaller cities, should be the kind of 
infrastructure service that the 
Government is obliged to. supply 
without delay. 


THE STOCK EXCHANGE is 
technically capable of handling a 
trade volume of HAO-iSm. a day. 
Volumes of HAOm., 100m. or even 
180 m. are beyond its capacity. As a 
result, the speculators thronging the 
exchange, those who have access to 
large hank offices, as well as the big 
' customers of the latter, have the ad- 
vantage. The technical barriers to 
trade also induce wider fluctuations. 

Given the necessary equipment — 
which could be financed entirely by 
the members of the Exchange who 
profit from the increased volume — 
the Stock Exchange' coold also 
change its present system of trading. 
. In an effort to restrain sudden 
sharp price rises, the Exchange 
stops trade when demand, exceeds 
supply, or supply exceeds demand, 
by 250 per cent. It then marks up. or 
down, the price by 5 per cent and 
lists the stock as "sellers only" or 
. "buyers only," as the case may be, 
for two days. After that the price is 
allowed to float until the market is 
cleared. 

This can have the absurd result 
that stocks seesaw from “sellers 
only" to "buyers only” without any 
trade taking place. Instead, trade 
orders should be carried out — as 
long as the Stock Exchange imposes 
a ceiling an daily price changes — on 
a pro rata basis, so that if there are, 
say, purchase orders of IL8m. 
against sales orders of ILlOm., all 
sellers would effect a sale of 30 per 
cent of their order at the quotation of 
the day. 

Adequate communications 
facilities would also-make it possible 
to publish quotations currently, at 
least in the bigger localities, and

MATRICULATION EXAMINATIONS

Sir, — So much has been said and 
written recently about the necessity 
of matriculation examinations that 
we would like to explain why they 
have not been abollsfee^- 

The Ministry of Education has 
given serious consideration to -this 
problem in recent years and, as a 
result, has introduced a basic reform 
in the -system. 

Among the reasons given for 
abolishing matriculation exams was 
the claim that they were not an ob- 
jective' measure, of pupils* 
achievements. The present cer- 
tificate is based on the national 
results of the exams and pedagogues 
consider this an objective criterion 
of pupils' achievements after 12 
years of study, without which their _ 
evaluation would be subjective. 

The claim that the exams increase 
the , educational gap between 
students from Western countries and 
those from Israel is unfounded. The 
fact that the- certificate is uniform 
makes all recipients equal and gives 
them all the same rights. i 

Many people forget that univer- 
sities in Israel require the certificate 
of matriculation as a prior condition 
to acceptance. To abolish the ex- 


ams without having another solution 
to the acceptance requirements of 
the universities would create many 
difficulties for high-school graduates 
who wish to continue their studies, hi 
Israel, high-school graduates have to 
do two or three years’ army service 
when they finish school. Cancellation 
of the exams would force our young 
people, upon release from the army, 
to go over all they have studied in 
high school in order to prepare for 
wide-ranging entrance exams to un- 
iversity. 

Those who criticize the matricula- 
tion exams Ignore the reform we in- 
stituted two years ago and which 
now includes almost all high schools. 
It Is based on a system of ac- 
cumulating points in obligatory 
optional subjects. Pupils can already 
pass exams at the end of the 10 th 
grade at different levels in various 
subjects, in accordance with their 
predilections and aptitudes. For cer- 
tain exams, pupils are allowed to 
take books with them. Obviously, the 
matriculation exams are no longer 
rigid and conservative, nor do they 
require memorization by rote . of 
facts and figures, as to the past.

American 
jurist, Oliver Wendell Holmes: "To 
have doubted one’s own first prin- 
ciples la the mark of a civilized 
man."

ECONOMIC SKULDUGGERY

Sir, — The Elite Company used 
sound business judgement and prac- 
tice when they purchased large 
quantities of coffee when the world 
coffee price was going up and up. 
Thc,t was hedging against further in- 
creases In price on the world 
market Unfortunately, as in many 
well-laid plans, the outcome has 
been the exact opposite of what was 
expected: world prices of coffee are 
going down and the Elite people are 
caught with the warehouses loaded 
with costly coffee. That can happen 
to even well-managed businesses. 

However, it is not common 
business practice for the cost of such 
unexpected mistakes to be palmed 
off on the innocent consumer by con- 
tinuing to charge for the product ac- 
cording to high-priced stocks; the 


loss should be borne by the business 
and the shareholders, just as they 
would bear the loss if they had 
purchased a high-priced machine 
that didn’t conform to expectations. 
It is their loss. 

So, the 'Elite management is no 
doubt laughing at our Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry's learned 
M.A.'s and Ph.D.|s in economics and 
business management, who are tak- 
ing the side of the wealthy company 
against the consumers and sym- 
pathetically permitting it to continue 
to receive its usual profit instead of 
taking its loss. 

Therefore, I call upon the con- 
sumers' protection associations to 
rise up and wage war on this shifting 
of the loss onto the consumer instead 
of it being borne by the company.

IN ORDER to keep the Stock Ex- 
change a legitimate market in which 
people may expect to gamble, within 
reason, there must he adequate 
supervision and control, since any 
gambling operation lends itself to ex- 
'ploitation by unscrupulous 
manipulators. 

The powers of control and In- 
vestigation which the Securities 
Authority now has are 'far too 
limited, and are far weaker than 
those accepted as flie norm in the 
U.S. In a small market such as 
ours, where the proportion of shares 
traded is often insignificant by com- 
parison with the total issued, such 
control is essential to prevent illicit 
manipulation and the misuse of in- 
, side information. 

The role of thejDanfca on the Stock 
Exchange also heeds, re- 
examination. Their dominant posi- 
tion cannot be reduced significantly, 
lit seems. Although they are involved 
in all the activities related to the 
' stock market — for the banks act as 
Issuers, underwriters, brokers and 
investment counsellors, as well as 
own directly or indirectly most of the 
shares traded — it is probably not 
true that they either try to bend tran- 
- s actions in their own favour, or that 
they could do so if they wanted to. A 
small bank'may do it: but for a large 
one, where most functions are highly 
decentralized anyway, it would be 
counterproductive. 

Yet, if the stock market is to be 
developed into- a major instrument 
for mobilizing capital, many more 
brokers ought to be admitted to the 
Stock Exchange, and the investment 
counselling function of the banks 
should be overhauled. 

Many of the investment 
counsellors In the banks are really 
little more than clerks who accept 
orders from customers. They are not 
required by law to have any par- 
ticular qualifications, nor can they 
be held responsible for the advice 
they render. The same ia true for 
private brokers. They are not sub- 
ject to any formal rules of conduct; 


nor do they have to meet anyjpar- 
tlcul ar professional standar ds." 

IT WOULD THEREFORE be a con- 
tribution to the long-term develop- 
ment of the stock market If all in- 
vestment counsellors, in the banks 
and outside, were made subject to 
licensing and to supervision — in the 
same way as certified public accoun- 
tants and lawyers. 

In the banks, the investment 
counselling function should be 
separated — even physically, If 
possible, by locating it In a special 
branch office — from the ordinary 
functions. 

Last hut not least, the Government 
ought to go ahead rapidly with 
eliminating the system of cheap, un- 
linked development loans. As long as 
that exists, there is little hope that 
Industrial firms will turn to the stock 
market for the capital they need. If 
the Government wants to subsidize 
capital — and It will probably have 
to do so for a long time if it Intends to 
promote development — it should 
act by making outright investment 
grants. 

Only when the stock market 
becomes the major source of invest- 
ment capital can the standards of 
financial reporting, and the attitude 
of manag ement to shareholders, be 
expected to reach such a level that 
the investor who buys a share will not 
do so blindly. 

But even now, the Securities 
Authority should be able to demand 
more frequent and informative 
financial reporting. Most of the 
firms that have shares on the market 
possess that Information for their in- 
ternal purposes — they should be 
required to make it available to the 
public. 

Until that happens, investors are 
likely to remain blind., not really 
knowing what they buy; the Stock 
Exchange, being technically 
equipped for the year 1985, will re- 
main deaf to orders; and the whole 
game is likely to he one in which the 
dumb will easily lose. The 
developments of the last few months 
should teach all concerned that the 
stock market cannot carry on as a 
game of the blind, the deaf and the 
dumb.

Sir. — With the entry of the PLO 
into the discussions on the Middle 
East, a new and disturbed situation 
has evolved. Before the Six Day 
War, the continuous theme of the 
Arabs, the Russians and their 
friends at the UN was the destruc- 
tion of Israel.

Thus, the PLO emerg- 
ed',' financed by the Arabs and 
equipped by the Russians, threaten- 
ing Israel while, on the surface, the 
Arab states remained "moderates."
